That the Baltimore Colts have sound backing is evidenced by 
fans who flock to every game they play at Memorial Stadium and 
by the solid citizens who make up the club’s board of directors. 
These men of business and industry helped to breathe life back into 
a dead franchise in 1953 and they have kept it operating at peak 
efficiency since that time. 


The main cog in the Colt set-up is Carroll D. Rosenbloom, the 
major stockholder, chairman of the board and club president. A 
native Baltimorean, he was educated at Baltimore City College and 
the University of Pennsylvania, playing football at both schools. 
He has many interests but is most prominent in textiles. 


The Colts’ executive vice-president and general manager is foot- 
ballwise Donald S. Kellett. He’s a former outstanding all-around 
athlete at the University of Pennsylvania, major league baseball 
player and college coach. Prior to coming to Baltimore he had been 
a television executive in Philadelphia. 


Zanvyl Krieger, noted Baltimore attorney, is vice-president of the 
Colts’ board. Sports keep him busy most of the year since he is also 
treasurer of the Baltimore Orioles. He is a graduate of Baltimore 
City College, Johns Hopkins University and Harvard Law School. 

Automobile distributor R. Bruce Livie, who served as chairman 
of the Colts’ vital ticket drive in 1953, is the Board’s other vice- 
president. He also has other sports interests, being a golf profes- 
sional and owner of the Bobanet Racing Stable. 

The club secretary is Thomas Mullan, Sr., a leading Maryland 
contractor, builder and developer. Like Krieger, Mullan is a mem- 
ber of the Oriole board. He has worked tirelessly to improve the 
city’s recreational facilities. 

One of Baltimore’s most active and honored civic leaders, 
William F. Hilgenberg, is the Colts’ treasurer. An outstanding 
business executive, he is president of the Baltimore Fire Board and 
a member of the Civic Center Commission. He is a holder of the 
“Interfaith Award’’—presented for his example in furthering the 
ideals of brotherhood among all men. 

William D. Macmillan, a foremost Baltimore attorney, is the 
team’s legal counsel. His shrewd direction was a major factor in 
the Colts’ returning to the National Football League.

In 1953, he added the Colts to a list of 
Rosenbloom enterprises that includes the Imperial Shirt Company, 
the Blue Ridge Manufacturing Company, the Marlboro Shirt Com- 
| : pany and the American Totalisator Company. 

The Colt organization has certainly profited 
by Rosenbloom’s business sense and his tre- 
mendous enthusiasm for the undertaking.

Athletic endeavors are not new to Rosen- 
bloom, who was a baseball pitcher and football halfback at Balti- 
more City College and a top varsity halfback at the University of 
Pennsylvania.

To operate the club as general manager the Colts’ directors 
selected a man with a strong athletic and executive background in 
Don Kellett. He has held that position since the Baltimore franchise 
was reactivated in 1953, and in 1957 he was appointed executive 
vice-president. 

Since his four-letter days at Erasmus High 
School in Brooklyn, Kellett has been wrapped 
up in athletics. After attending Peekskill Mili- 
tary Academy, he matriculated at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, where he studied in 
the Wharton School of Finance and played 
football, basketball and baseball. 


Kellett distinguished himself in all sports at 
~ Penn, and following graduation in 1934 he

sill So was signed by the Boston Red Sox as one of 
the game’s first bonus boy infielders. He remained with Boston the 
remainder of the season, then played in the minor leagues at Little 
Rock, Syracuse and Lancaster. 


He got a successful collegiate coaching career underway in 1936 
at Ursinus College. Five years later he heeded his alma mater’s call 
and his 1944-45 Penn basketball team captured the Eastern Inter- 
collegiate Championship. The number one player on that quintet, 
Howie Dallmar, gained All-America recognition and is now head 
cage coach at Stanford. 

Kellett was in charge of television operations at station WFIL 
in Philadelphia before taking over his Colt assignment. He had first 
worked as a sportscaster at the station in 1946. 

His front office accomplishments with the Colts earned him 
the first “Sportsman of the Year” award made by the Baltimore 
Sports Reporters Association in 1956,

W. €. (WEEB) EWBANK 
Head Coach 


After three disappointing seasons of painful player development, 
in which the Colts posted an overall 20-27-1 record but displayed 
steady improvement after winning only three of 12 decisions in 
1954, skipper Ewbank piloted his pros to within a few frustrating 

seconds of their first NFL title in 1957. 


December defeats at San Francisco and Los 
Angeles lowered the Colts’ mark to 7-5 and 
postponed for at least another year the team’s 
initial divisional championship. But Ewbank’s 
fourth Baltimore edition was as exciting an 
outfit as there was to be found in a league that 
specialized in producing goose bumps. 





> ei. A demon organizer, Weeb, and his able 
Weeb Ewbank staff, keep tabs of every play and every player 
from the opening of training camp in July 
until the final whistle in December. With his assistants he makes 
a play-by-play, position-by-position analysis of each pre-season and 
league game. Every workout is preceded by a classroom briefing 
and all “players are graded individually off their performances in 
games, with marks being maintained on a week-to-week basis. 


Ewbank, who took over the Colts’ reins after serving as tackle 
coach for the Cleveland Browns for five years, has held his job 
longer than any of his predecessors. He acquired earlier coaching 
experience at Miami (Ohio) University, his alma mater, the Great 
Lakes Naval Station, Brown University and Washington (Mo.) 
University, where his teams won 14 of 18 contests and set him 
up for the Cleveland job. 


He had the opportunity to serve under a pair of outstanding 
mentors in Paul Brown, at Great Lakes and Cleveland, and Rip 
Engle at Brown, where he also guided the basketball squad. 

Originally from Richmond, Ind., Weeb is now a year-round 
Baltimorean, married to the former Lucy Massey, and the father 


of three daughters, two of whom are married and a third. Jan, who 
attends the University of Maryland. 
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CHARLES WINNER 
Backfield Coach 

A nifty halfback under Weeb Ewbank at Washington (Mo.) 
University, where he received the St. Louis Quarterback Club 
Award in 1948'as the area’s top back, Winner came to Baltimore 
with Ewbank in 1954 and is now serving his 
fifth season as an assistant to his former 
mentor.

Personnel Director 


In 1953 the, Colts re-entered the National F ootball League and 
Keith Molesworth was named their first coach. After a term at 
the helm he was moved into the front office and he has been 
directing the Colts’ scouting system since that time. 

One of the busiest men in the organization over the entire year, 
Molesworth watches college games in the fall 
and practice sessions all over the country in 
the spring. In addition, he is constantly 
screening periodical reports from 46 scouts 
around the nation. 

A native of Washington, Iowa and a gradu- 
ate of Monmouth (Ill.) College, Molesworth 
played both professional football and baseball. 
He called the signals for the Chicago Bears for 
six years and also held down the shortstop post 
for six different high minor league outfits, including the Baltimore 
Orioles and Syracuse Chiefs, where he teamed-up in a double-play 
combination with second baséman Don Kellett, now the Colts’ 
general manager. 

Molesworth served a hitch as varsity backfield coach at the Naval 
Academy. He also tutored the Honolulu Warriors in the profes- 
sional Pacific Coast Football League in 1946, °47 and °48, winning 
two titles. After a term with the pro Richmond Rebels, during 
which his team copped championships in 1949 and °50, he took over 
as backfield coach of the Pittsburgh Steelers in 1952. 

Asa baseball manager with Columbia (S. C.) in the Sally League 
in 1946, Molesworth aided in the development of future Cincinnati 
Redleg standouts Ted Kluszewski, Herman Wehmeier and Frank 
Baumholtz.

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Sizing Up The Steeds 


Last year’s Baltimore club finished second in the league in 
scoring, 303 points to the Rams’ 307, and led the loop by gaining 
2,388 yards through the air. They also ripped off 1,735 yards on 
the ground to wind up fifth in that department. The high-powered 
attack, however, was nullified by a few disastrous fumbles and 
several costly lapses in the defensive secondary in the final seconds 
of games that had apparently been won. 

The Colts have taken steps to cure these ills, corraling a flock 
| of rookie candidates for the defensive backfield. Foremost among 

the newcomers are Mississippi’s Raymond Brown and John Sample 
of Maryland State. The Hosses’ top recruit of 1957, Milt Davis, who 
reeled off 219 yards with ten intercepted passes, figures to be the 
key man in the anti-aerial unit. 

Up front, the defense remains tough, with All-League operatives 
Gino Marchetti, at end, and Art Donovan, at tackle, teaming with 
tackle Gene Lipscomb and end Don Joyce. The linebackers, Doug 
Eggers, Jack Patera, Bill Pellington and Don Shinnick, are not in 
the monster class, but they are quick and rugged and they get 
the job done. 

Offensively, the Colts are geared to blitz the enemy overhead and 
bang through and whip around their foes on the turf. Johnny 
Unitas, the NFL’s prince of passers in the matter of yards gained, 
2,550, and TD strikes, 24, is primed to surpass all past accomplish- 
ments in his third pro campaign. He is surrounded by some highly 
competent receivers in ends Raymond Berry and Jim Mutscheller 
and halfbacks Lenny Moore and L. G. Dupre, each of whom nabbed 
at least 32 passes last season. Fullback Alan Ameche has also 
developed into a catching threat, while joining with Moore and 
Dupre to form a talented rushing trio. Fleet halfback Leonard 
Lyles is deemed the yearling most likely to add even more zip to 
coach Weeb Ewbank’s attack. 

Unfortunately, there were occasions when the Colts were forced 
to punt last fall. A quartet of newcomers, Bobby Jordan, Bob 
McKee, Brown and Sample, will be tested as booters in an effort 
to overcome the inconsistency that prevailed in that phase of the 
operation in 1957. 

For Baltimore in 1958, there’s one thing certain, the Colts’ 
football fireworks will definitely continue to thrill their rabid 
rooters. "| 
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Through The Air With Unitas 


That daring young man in the Colts’ backfield clicked through 
the air with the greatest of ease in his sophomore season in the 
NFL. Johnny Unitas, faced with the burden of directing Baltimore's 
attack without much aid from the ailing George Shaw, picked off 
his aerial targets with a sniper’s skill in 1957, driving the team to 
within an eyelash of the league title. 

The strong-armed stalwart from Pittsburgh unleashed 24 touch- 
down passes, at least one in every game. In all except two contests 
he completed at least one aerial for better than 43 yards, flashing 
one of the most accurate long distance pitches in the business. 

In eight games Unitas fired for better than 220 yards, topping 
the figure in each of the last six tussles. Strangely enough, he 
enjoyed his greatest days at the expense of the Detroit Lions’ 
notoriously tough secondary defense, connecting on 30 of 44 flips 
for 480 yards and eight scores in two encounters. 

Ironically, Johnny’s most productive afternoon failed to earn the 
Colts a victory in the season’s next to last game against San 
Francisco. He cut loose with the most passes, 37, and notched the 
most completions, 23, for the most yardage, 296, while Colts were 
bowing to the 49ers by a 17-13 count. On that particular occasion 
he also collaborated with halfback Lenny Moore on an 82-yard 
pass-run maneuver, the longest of the season. 

The 6'1”, 190-pound Louisville grad suffered through one “off” 
day, being limited to three completions in nine attempts by the 
Pittsburgh Steelers, who intercepted three of his heaves. The ex- 
perience demonstrated that the Baltimore Bomber is as human as 
any other quarterback.

Alan has led the team in rushing in each of the 
seasons, and paced the league as a rookie in 1955, the first recruit 
to turn the trick since the Giants’ Bill Paschal in 1944. Last fall he 
piled up 493 yards over the turf, grabbed 15 passes for 137 yards, 
and tallied seven touchdowns. His 66-yard scamper in this year’s 
Pro Bowl contest established a record. “The Horse” galloped 79 
yards for a TD the first time he touched the ball in NFL competi- 
tion.

He’s been in the service the past two years and 
now resides in Baltimore. Born: April 23, 1933. | 
ART BONOVAN Tackle 63” 270 Boston College 
An All-Pro defensive tackle for the past four years, Donovan has 
made much progress since being named second team All-New 
England as a B. C. senior. As a schoolboy in the Bronx he failed 
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Diehl Donovan Dupre 
to place on New York’s All-Metropolitan unit. He’s powerful, 
tough-to-trap, a fiery competitor and a fine leader. Tremendously 
popular with both teammates and opponents, Art has appeared in 
the last five Pro Bowl games in Los Angeles.

He first injured his knee against the Chicago Bears in 1956 after 
a brilliant rookie campaign in 1955 found him clicking on 119 of 
237 aerials for 1,586 yards and running for 301 yards from 
scrimmage. Reports on his knee are favorable and he should com- 
bine with John Unitas to provide the Colts with a devastating one- 
two punch under center. Shaw excels at executing rollouts, possess- 
ing good speed.

JOHN UNITAS Quarterback 61” 190 Louisville 


There was no more dangerous passer in the NFL last fall than 
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this refugee from Pittsburgh’s sandlots. He connected with 172 of 
301 tosses for a league-leading 2,550 yards and 24 touchdowns, 
also a loop mark. He ranked third among the circuit’s air artists 
with an average of 8.47 yards per pass. The players of the league 
voted Unitas the “Most Valuable Player” for 1957, a year after he 
started his pro career. In 1956 his 110 completions gained 1,498 
yards and nine scores and his 55.6% pass completion percentage 
was the highest ever recorded by a rookie. This mark jumped to 
57.1% last season, when he also accumulated 171 yards rushing 
and a 4.1 average. Johnny, who was released by the Pittsburgh 
Steelers in 1955 after being their ninth draft choice, took over the 
Colt controls after George Shaw was injured in an early °56 con- 
test against the Chicago Bears.

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That Wild Fall of °57 


The first week of last December the Colts were grazing on the 
lush grass that only grows on the upper strata of the National 
Football League standings. The frisky Baltimore crew had just 
knocked off Los Angeles for its fourth successive triumph to pro- 
tect a full game lead over San Francisco and Detroit, who were 
deadlocked in second place. 

The Hosses were dropped into a three-way tie for the top when 
the 49ers measured them in Kezar Stadium the following Sunday. 
The disastrous trip to the West Coast was completed the next week 
and all title chances were wrecked as the Rams applied the crusher. 
However, Baltimore finished its first winning season since acquir- 
ing its original professional franchise in 1947, in the All-America 
Conference. 

The Colts’ 7-5 record, which left them one game shy of first place. 
was constructed via two victory streaks, one of three games and 
another of four. Unfortunately, coach Weeb Ewbank’s charges also 
suffered through two losing spells, an early-season three-game 
catastrophe preceding the final fatal fadeout in California. Of the 
team’s five setbacks four were by margins of six points or less and 
three of those were administered in the waning seconds. 

Fans turned out in unprecedented numbers to watch the Colts 
stage their thrilling battles, both at home, where they drew 
279,888, and on the road, where 274,913 viewed the action. Briefly, 
this is what the spectators saw: 

Sunday, Sept. 39 Colts 34, Lions 14 (40,112) Home 

The Steeds shattered a 7-7 stalemate with a 17-point outburst 
in the second quarter and won with little strain as quarterback 
Johnny Unitas hurled for all four touchdowns, while completing 
14 of 23 heaves for 241 yards. L. G. Dupre tucked away two of 
the TD tosses, grabbing five passes in all for 70 yards. Bert 
Rechichar placekicked a pair of field goals to make it safe. 

Sat. night, Oct. 5 Colts 21, Bears 10 (46,558) Home 

After the Bears had built up a 10-7 first half advantage, the Colts 
surged back on the wings of Unitas’ accurate flinging to tally two 
six-pointers in the last two periods on short pitches to Jim 
Mutscheller and Alan Ameche. Lenny Moore rocketed 55 yards for 
the opening score and accumulated a total of 83 yards rushing. 
Meanwhile, a stout Baltimore defense throttled Chicago’s potent 
attack, yielding 162 yards, only 29 in 24 running plays. 
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Alan Ameche encounters fierce opposition as he nudges ball inches 
closer to Packers’ goal line in early-season struggle at Milwaukee. 


Sunday, Oct. 13 Colts 45, Packers 17 (26,322) Away 
A blistering second half offensive enabled the visitors to over- 
come Green Bay’s 10-7 halftime edge as Mutscheller snared five 
passes for 80 yards and three touchdowns. Moore picked up 81 
yards in 12 advances on the ground and Ameche plunged for three 
counters. Once again the Baltimore defense was prominent, limiting 
the Packers to 47 yards in 22 cracks at the line and intercepting 
five aerials. ; 
Sunday, Oct. 20 Lions 31, Colts 27 (55,764) Away 
The first of the “shockers”, as the Hosses nursed a 27-3 lead 
late in the third quarter only to have Briggs Stadium cave in on 
them as the shadows lengthened. The Lions’ Hopalong Cassady 
capped a brilliant performance by nabbing a 29-yard TD bomb 
from Bobby Layne with the tussle all but completed. Cassady scored 
twice, caught six passes for 113 yards, and carried the ball seven 
times for 71 yards. Unitas enjoyed another banner day, clicking on 
16 of 21 throws for 239 yards and four tallies, two each by Moore 
and Mutscheller. The Colts fumbled five times and lost possession 
on each occasion. 
Sunday, Oct. 27 Packers 24, Colts 21 (48,510) Home 
This time the Baltimore eleven entered the last 15 minutes with 
a 14-0 bulge when lightning struck again. Actually, the Steeds had 
to wipe out a 17-14 deficit in the final minute, via a Unitas to 
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Moore peg, to set up the closing dramatics. With the end zone 75 
yards away, Babe Parilli unleashed a mighty pitch to Bill Howton 
for the pay-off that barely beat the gun and subdued the Colts. 
Unitas again excélled for the losers, lug gging the leather six times 
for 61 yards and completing 16 of 31 tosses for 188 yards and 
two scores. 


Sunday, Nov. 3 Steelers 19, Colts 13 (42,575) Home 
Pittsburgh’s Earl Morrall put on a dazzling display of clutch 
passing, making good on 18 of 30 flips for 270 yards and both 
touchdowns. He was especially uncanny with third down and long 
yardage required for a first down. He had offensive assistance from 
Ray Mathews, who bagged six strikes for 165 yards and two tallies. 
Jack Butler was the Steelers’ defensive ace, intercepting three 
aerials, as the Colts were checked in the air with six completions. 
Baltimore’s early 6-0 lead was erased for keeps in the second 
quarter by the stubborn visitors. 
Sunday, Nov. 10 Colts 21, Redskins 17 (33,149) Away 
It was the Colts’ turn to pull out a decision in the nick of time, 
as Unitas climaxed a last ditch drive by barreling across the goal 
line from three yards out in the dying moments. Another sparkling 
show by Unitas, who hit on 17 of 30 heaves for 247 yards, was 
complemented by battery mate Raymond Berry, who caught 12 
passes for 224 yards and two touchdowns, one on a 67-yard 
maneuver. Don Bosseler’s short buck, he gained 81 yards rushing 
to pace both teams, and Sam Baker’s 37-yard field goal had sent 
the “Skins ahead, 17-14, before Unitas delivered the KO wallop. 


Sunday, Nov. 17 Colts 29, Bears 14 (47,168) Away 
Baltimore’s defense again asserted itself against the Bears, the 
secondary guardians pilfering five Bruin tosses, rookies Milt Davis 
and Andy Nelson each capturing a pair. Davis dashed 74 yards 
with an enemy aerial to set up one score and scooted 47 yards for 
the clinching TD with another. Unitas connected with Mutscheller 
for an early 66-yard tally, but the Colts had to rally to overcome 
a 14-13 deficit in the final period. End Gino Marchetti accounted 
for another marker for the defense when he flopped on Zeke 
Bratkowski’s fumble in Chicago’s end zone at the finish. 


Sunday, Nov. 24 Colts 27, 49ers 21 (50,073) Home 
Back to their Frank Merriwell antics, the Hosses marched to 
the deciding TD with time at a premium, victory coming on an 
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eight-yard Unitas to Ameche flip. This was a touch-and-go offensive 
struggle all the way, with San Francisco’s Y. A. Tittle tremendous 
throughout, completing 24 of 32 passes for 295 yards and one TD, 
and netting 49 yards in seven carries, scoring twice. Moore and 
Ameche rushed for 91 and 79 yards, respectively, with a six-pointer 
apiece for the Colts. As usual, Unitas was vital to the cause, suc- 
ceeding on 16 of 25 pitches for 230 yards. This conquest vaulted 
the Colts into undisputed possession of first place in the Western 
Division. 
Sunday, Dec. 1 Colts 31, Rams 14 (52,060) Home 

The Colts stampeded to a fast 14-0 advantage, then were forced 
to sweat out a narrow 17-14 margin into the fourth quarter. That 
man Unitas was firing strikes again, 18 of his 30 passes connecting 
for 271 yards and three touchdowns. Moore gained 99 yards via 
five receptions, including one for 50 yards and six points. Norm 
Van Brocklin hurled for a pair of scores to keep Los Angeles in 
contention until the final session. 
Sunday, Dec. 8 49ers 17, Colts 13 (59,950) Away 

A passing duel between Unitas and Tittle reached its exciting 
conclusion when San Francisco’s relief quarterback, John Brodie, 
lobbed a 14-yard TD strike to Hugh McElhenny with 47 seconds 
left to play. Tittle, who had been injured during the 49ers’ last 
goalward push, completed 21 of 34 passes for 253 yards, with the 
slick McElhenny catching eight for 165 yards. In a losing cause 
Unitas clicked on 23 of 37 tosses for 296 yards, including an all- 
the-way collaboration with Moore that consumed 82 yards. Moore's 
six receptions netted 180 yards. Davis had forged the Colts’ first 
lead at 13-10 in the third period when he scampered 75 yards with 
a stolen aerial. 
Sunday, Dee. 15 Rams 37, Colts 21 (52,560) Away 

Van Brocklin spearheaded a Los Angeles onslaught that piled 
up 445 yards, hurling for four scores and 328 yards while com- 
pleting 19 of 33 throws. Elroy Hirsch, Bob Boyd and Joe Marconi 
picked off five apiece for 75, 91 and 63 yards, respectively, with 
“Crazy Legs” scoring twice. Marconi also pounded the line 15 
times for 89 yards as the Rams capitalized on every opportunity. 
The Colts succumbed to a final period barrage after cutting the gap 
to 20-14. Berry’s seven catches for 146 yards and Moore’s 92-yard 
TD trip with a kickoff highlighted Baltimore’s futile effort to 
remain in the race.
